In preparing ground for a Peach Orchard it should be plowed and harrowed smooth, then marked out each way 18 feet 
apart, and a tree planted in each cross furrow, which will require 134 trees per acre; the ground should be planted with corn, 
potatoes and vegetables for a year or two, until the trees commence bearing, and afterwards kept mellow, to preserve their 


health and vigor. A new Peach Orchard will not succeed on the site of an old one, but is particularly adapted to new land. 
The trees should be examined two or three times a year, and all the worms removed from their roots, which may readily be 
indicated by the gum oozing from near the surface of the ground; if their bodies be occasionally washed with strong soap

suds, it will greatly promote their growth.

Having about three acres of the Red Prolific Raspberry, and three of Allen’s Hardy Antwerp, I can furnish Plants of 
those kinds in large quantities to persons who wish to grow fruit extensively for market. 

Raspberries should be planted in deep rich soil, the hills six feet apart each way, and three plants put in a hill, 
requiring 3630 Plants to the acre. The tops should be cut down to within a few inches of the ground, that the roots may 
become well established before they are required to supply nourishment for long tops or green foliage. Stakes or rails are 
not necessary in field culture; tie the tops of each hill together and they will support themselves. The ground should be 


thoroughly cultivated and have a coat of manure every Fall. 


SOS BLACK BERRIES.25~ 


Commence soon after the Raspberry season is over, and continue in bearing till the latter part of Summer. 
The fruit of the NEW ROCHELLE being very large and lucious, is a general favorite and averaged last year in Philadva 
Market Seven Dollars per Bushel the whole season, and yielded with me seventy six bushels per acre, besides a large 


quantity of Plants.
